There is some coke in town that 
was making people sick. The anal- 
ysis did not turn up any signs of 
strychnine or belladonna.

AN EDITORIAL ABOUT OUR

It seems that we are always in a state of limbo as to where we 
lie in the public sentiment. The Drug Crisis Center always seems to 
be walking a rather precarious tight-rope; on one side rests the 
so-called "head" community, and on the other rests the so-called 
"straight community. Seemingly, if we do something that one group 
approves of, the other takes offensa. 


The point of this editorial is to explain and defend our policy 
of neutrality about drug usage. To be neutral, according to 
Webster's Tictionary, means "...not to be engaged on either side; 
specifically not aligned with a political or ideological grouping. 
To put it another way, the usage of drugs is your own personal 
decision, and we feel that you eould make a more intelligent 
decision if you have some factual knowledge about what you may be 
getting into. So the Drug Crisis Center as a collective body is 
neither for nor against drug usages; wo just want you to have the 
straight facts with as little value judgment on our part as pos- 
sible. We believe that you are capable of making your own decisions 
about how to run your life. Anyway, in any case it is you that must 
live with the conseauences of your actions. 


Many of our critics sce this as condoning drug usage. It's easy 
to see how someone could misinterpret.it that way. To our critics 
I will reply that we base our policy on our own personal experiences 
and on statistics that prove that telling people that drugs are bad 
is simply a waste of time. [To people stop smoking because of the 
danger of lung cancer, or stop drinking because of the possihility 
of cirrhosis of the liver? (Not to mention the danger of addiction?) 


We have found that the best we can do is to present the facts 
and let cach one decide for himself. We can help a potential user 
explore his or her own foelings and let themweigh the data at hand. 
If we tell someone that a drug is potentially dangerous and may 
have bad effects, or might even cause death, we assume that he/she 
1s able tovsdecide if it is worth thé risk. On the other hand, if a 
drug turns out to be harmless (and few are, especially street drugs) 
then he may decide to take it, I would rather see an educated 
drug abuser than let someone harm or kill himself by the experi- 
mentation proccss, because I know that many people who get into 
drugs over their heads do so simply because of lack of knowlodge 
about what they are doing.

Methaqualone, better known 
by its brand name , Suaalude & 
Sopors is not only widely dist- 
ributed by pyschiatrists and 
physicians as:a sleeping pill 
and scdative, but is also be- 
coming one of the most. popular 
street downs. It has also been 
flooding. the college campuses. 

Many Quaaludes appeared in 
Miami this summer where large 
numbers of people have’ gathered 
to demonstrate at National Con- 
ventions. Quaaludes are: taken 
regularly Py some and experi- 
mented with by others -- hut 
almest always without knowledge 
of the dangers involved. 

What has made this drug par- 
ticularly attractive was that 
it was thought to produce a 
non-addictive "buzz" and thus 
a safe replacement for addictive 
barbiturates and herion. 
Quaalude is often roferred to 
as "intellectual herion." 

But methaqualone is highly 
addictive too. 

There were good reasons for 
people to believe methaqualone 
to be non-addicting. Even most 
doctors will tell you that there 
was essentially none or little 
evidence in medical or phar- 
macoOlogical literature to indi- 
cate any sagi T addicting 
potential.

- for a wide majority of practic- 


ing physicians, the Physicians 
Desk Reference, has not indicat- 
ed’any serious likelihood. of 
addiction. And no wonder; the 
PDR is published hy a con- 
sortium of drug firms and is 
designed to push their products 
and not to discourage doctors 
from using drugs. 

But even the PDR states, 
"Due to lack of long term 
experimental data, Quaalude 
should not he prescribed for 
more than 3 months. And, 

"Care should be used during 


-adminstration with other anal- 


gesics, sedatives, psycho- 
therapeutic drugs or with 
alchol tecause of possible 
potentiation of effects." Which 
is tn say, that if you take 
quaalude with wine or seconal, 
or any other downs, it’may 
become 2 to.10 times as strong 
and dangerous -- it only takes 
the strength of 20 quaaludes 
to kill a person.

For the addict the problem 
is much worse. i 


"I have seen quaalude addicts 
who can't speak straight. They 
repeat sentences over and over 
and don't even know what they've 
said,"obseved one woman whose 
Sister is a quaalude addict. 
"You have to repeat things to 
them.and then they still don't 
understand. Once when I was 
talking to one woman who takes 
them regularly, 1200 mgs. or 
more a day, her eyes kept rolling 
back into her head. She nodded 
out on the*bed." 

It's disgusting. But the 
worst part is the hopelessness 
she feels. Her only motivation 
is to get more quaaludes. It's 
like an oral lobotomy." 

The Food and Drug Administ- 
ration (FDA) has given no serious 
warning of possible addiction 
to methaqualone. 

There are now at least 7 major 
pharmaceutical firms and count- 
less minor ones manufacturing 
methaqualone, under various 
names (Sopor by Arnar-Stone, 
Somnafac and Somnafac Forte 
both by L. Smith , and Bipheta- 
mine T by Strassenberg). 
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downs such as seconal, tninol, 4 
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These companies manufacture 
far more tablets than can be 
used safely in prescribed 
medical situations, Not sur- 
prisingly there is wide-spread 
quaalude diffusion, legal and 
otherwise, through physicians 
prescriptions, stealing from 
factories and warehouses, 
hijacking from trucks are in 
all likelihood, some under- 
ground. laboritories. Methaqua- 
lone is flooding the street and 
is readily available even if at 
comparatively low prices. 

But the biggest problem with 
qguaelude, is that while it is 
addictive -- though not:as 
addictive as herion -- a person 
addicted to quaalude cannot 
W raw by going "cold turkey" 


as he or she can with herton. 


Why not? Going cold turkey from 
quaalude can produce convulsions, 
stomach hemorrhaging and death. 
(Herion does none of these 
except through overdose). What 
makes this problem doubly haz- 
ardous is that since few people 
know methaqualone is addictive, 
most users of the drug are 
unaware of its withdrawal dangers. 
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Drug Help in Ann Arbor has 
had a few methaqualone.addicts . 
come to thom for help. All have 
said, that they took quaalude 
in place of or’'in avoidance of 
addicting drugs. "Unfortunately, 
when we attempted to get these 
hospitalized for detoxification, 
all of the hospitals in the 
area said they would take-no 
addict of any discription and 
insisted that the problem was 
a psychological one and not a 
medical.one. Ve. were requesting 
hospital admission for medical 

detoxification and supervision 
and not psychotherapy, says 
Richard.Kunes;of the Drug +: 
Help,Center. 

The pharmaceutical firms', 
the FD’ ts and BNDD's:failure 
to report and emphasize the 


addicting nature and potentially 


fatal convulesions-of acute 
withdrawl of quaaludehave made 
the drug more dangerous than 
barbiturates. 

As with alcoholics ‘and other 
addicts, there is no place to 
go for detoxifcation. "For 
every quaalude addict we come 
across, that addict seems to 
know 5 or 6 others. At this 
point we believe we are only 
seeing the tip-of the quaalude 
addict iceberg," says Kunnes. 


Wire way 


There is one common method 
od medically supervised with- 
drawal from methaqualone addic-— 
tion. That is to place the 
patient-addict in an in-patient 
service, put him/her on a 24 


hour convulsion precautions, WW, 


stop all quaalude intake and 
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immeClately re-addict the pa- 
tient with high doses of 
barbiturates as a substitute 
for quaalude. Sinee withdrawal 
from barbiturates is stan- 
dardized preedure , once the 
patient is addicted to barbs,

In an attempt to warn drug 
using public and particularly 
unknowingly potential quaalude 
addicts, Ann Arbor Drug Help 
has placed articles and ads

medical supervision for with- 
Grewal. -But because virtually 
all forms of drug education 

in the past years have exagge-” 
rated-the dangers of drug use, 
„suchas the,anti-marijuana 
campaigns, it is unlikely for 
some time that Drug Help's 
information about quaalude 
will be helieved. 
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Methaqualone (known on the 
street as sopoars or Quaalude) 
has been the blue-chip stock of 
both the underground and above 
grouad drug industries since 
late 1970. This chemical has 
become so abundant. and is creat- 
ing such hassles in college, 
high school and andergorund com- 
munities that you rarely find 
an underground newspaper not 
running regular warnings on the 
dangers of sopors. ^ great deal 
of the credit for methaqualone's 
popularity must go to its manu- 
facturers for promoting it as 


completely "safe and non-addictive" 


Sort of a "fun aspirin". image. 
That this claim is, in fact, not 
true must be in no way taken as 

a reason for doubting the credi- 
bility of drug manufacturers; 
rather only as an indication of 
the sometimes unrestrainable 
enthustasm of their promotion

Methaqualone is markcted 
as a non-barbiturate. hypnotic- 
sedative. Doctors prescribe 
it as a sleeping pill or tran- 
quilizer. Enthusiasts des- 
cribe its effects as resembling 
a heavy tranquilizer with a 
little extra euphoria thrown 
in. It relaxes the user to 
the point where walking 
citing gins and talking clearly 
become a chore. It releases 
inhibitions. It lightens your 
head and body and makes you 
feel warm and friendly, 
affable and extremely witty. 
It can make an otherwise dull 
group of acquaintanccs seem 
to turn into sparkling bosom- 
buddies. (Its relaxing and 
inhibition-releasing qualities 
are probably why many users 
attribute aphrodistacal 
properties to the drug.) After 
awhile it makes you nod out. 
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The effects of methaqualone | 
are very pleasurable, obviously, 
or they wouldn't be so popular. 
Unfortunately, like so many 
pleasurable things, they can also 
be very dangerous -- especially 
so if you've been led to believe 
otherwise, or are jvst not aware | 
of the dangers. It's your head | 
an your body.

-- Like barbiturates, with- 
drawal from a long run of metha- 
qualone can be deadly and should 
never be attempted without 
medical supervision. Heroin 
withdrawal involves heavy cramps 
and a sickness similar to the 
World's Worst case of the flu; 
barbs and methaqualone go a 
step further by adding potenti 
ally fatal convulsions. Initial 
withdrawal signs are headaches’ 
and severe cramps, followed by 
convulsions and stomach hemorr- 
haging three to five days after 
discontinuing use of the drug. 
The most common current hospital 
method of methaqualone with- 
drawal is to substitute a high 
dosage of barbiturates for the 
methaqualone and then proceed 
with a gradual withdrawal from 
the barb. You,can expect a 
number of very psychologically- 
grey days after quitting a 
methaaualone run. 

Some people just don't get 
along with some chemicals.
